A Disappointed Crowd of Spectators in 


tte Federal Court. 


DISCUSSION UPON LAW POINTS. 


Testim ony o f an E ye-W itness to the

T h e Q u e stio n o f J u r is d ic tio n to b e A rugeci 
N e x t T u e sd a y . 
S a n F ra n c is c o , August 22d.—A large 
audience assembled in theJUnited States 
Circuit Court-room this m orning to hear 
the argum ent in the habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings of Justice Field and Deputv 
United States Marshal Nagle. An hour be­ 
fore Judges Sawyer and Sabin entered the 
capacious Court-room from the little door 
leading into their chambers, the seating 
capacity of the place had been exhausted. 
A large num ber of members of the bar and 
prom inent citizens were present, safely 
protected w ithin the inclosure reserved for 
lawyers and reporters, whose presence tes­ 
tified to the universal interest which is 
taken by the public in the affair between 
Judge Terry, Justice Field and Deputy 
Marshal Nagle. Among them were ex ­ 
Judge Curry, I. C. Mesick, T. C. Coogan, 
Judge Dudley of Stockton, John C. May­ 
nard, ex-Surveyor-General W . H. Brown, 
Sheriff Cunningham of San Joaqnin, W m. 
Craig, Judge Budd of Stockton, Judge 
Arick of San Bernardino, District Attornev 
W hite and Assistant District Attorney 
Gibson of Stockton, ex-Senator C.W. Cross. 
Judge Porter of Arizona, ex-Congressman 
Henley, C. H. Bristol, ex-Superior Judge 
of Connecticut, Joseph X aphthaly, W . F. 
H errin, 8am uel M. W iison, ex-Judge Ma­ 
guire, Judge Davis Louderback, Russell 
W ilson, A. P. Van Duzer, Colonel John S. 
Mosby, Charles L. Ackerman, ex-Judge 
Selden S. W right, Attorney-General Jo h n ­ 
son, ex Supervisor W . H . B odibh and 
m any others. 
Justice Field preceded Judges Sabin and 
Sawyer in Court. 
H e was accompanied by 
George C. Gorham, and took a seat in the 
jury-box.

PROCEEDINGS. 
W hen Judges Sabin and Sawver had 
taken their seats on the bench, the"Crier of 
the Court opened proceedings and the h a­ 
beas corpus cases were called. 
E x Judge Maguire introduced District 
A ttorney W hite, of Stockton, to the Court, 
who was sworn in by the Clerk. Judge 
Maguire was supported by W. E. Tinner, of 
Modesto, and Davis Louderback. 
District A ttorney Carey, 8. M. W ilson, 
W. F. H errin, Charles L. Ackerman and 
Judge Mesick appeared for the petitioners. 
Judge Maguire at once raised questions 
of law relative to the sufficiency of the 
writs upon which Nagle was brought from 
Stockton and Justice Field prevented from 
going there. H e asked that the case of 
Nagle 
be considered 
first, as he pro­ 
posed to dem ur to the traverse to the re­ 
turn and object to the proceedings. 
District A ttorney Carey said all the law 
points involved could be raised on the ob­ 
jections to the traverse, but not on dem ur­ 
rer. The statute provides that the Court 
m ay hear the facts in defending the suffi­ 
ciency of the writs in these cases, and as 
he and his associates were not prepared to 
go on with the testim ony at present he 
would ask that the hearing be set down for 
next Tuesday. 
Judge Maguire objected to such a long 
postponement. H e did not think the Court 
could take testimony to ascerlain the suffi­ 
ciency of the writs. 
Every fact relating to 
the jurisdiction of the Court m ust be set 
forth in the traverse to the return. 


TH E TRAVERSE BEAD. 
District Attorney Carey then read the 
traverse of Justice Field. It stated that he 
(Field) was in no way responsible for the 
death of J udge Terrv, had not in anyway 
interfered with him nor threatened to do 
him bodily iDjury, not having carried a 
weapon of any kind for over thirty years. 
The w arrant of arrest was issued by’Justice 
of the Peace Swain of Stockton, upon the 
oath of Sarah Althea Terry, who did not 
witness the killing of Terry, and who is, 
moreover, a woman of abandoned character 
and utterly unw orthy belief respecting any 
m atter whatever; this said w arrant was is­ 
sued in execution of a conspiracy between 
Sarah A lthea Terry, Justice of the Peace 
Swain, District Attorney W hite and one E. 
L. Colnon of Stockton, to prevent by force 
petitioner from transacting his business as 
Justice of the United StatesSuprem e Court, 
to injure him in person and subject him 
to indignities and hum ility, and to take 
him where they may compass his death. 
It is further alleged that this conspiracy is 
an abuse of the process of the State Courts, 
in violation of the United States laws, and 
the discharge of the petitioner is essential 
to the defeat of the conspiracy. It is further 
alleged that the accusation "of crime con­ 
tained in the w arrant of arrest is a malici­ 
ous falshood for which there is not even a 
pretex t; that he (Field) had nothing w hat­ 
ever to do with the death of Judge Terrv, 
all of which he can establish by competent 
proof. 


T H E qUESTION OF SUFFICIENCY, 
A long discussion then took place be­ 
tween Mr. Turner and Mr. Carey regarding 
the sufficiency ot the traverse, and w hether 
the Court could take testimony and ascer­ 
tain the facts. Mr. Turner contended that 
no testimony could be taken, while the 
District Attorney took the opposite view. 
Judge Maguire held that the traverse m ust 
state facts sufficient in themselves to entitle 
Justice Field to be discharged. If the 
Conrt found a dem urrer that the traverse 
was sufficient, then a sworn denial of the 
allegations of the traverse could be filed 
and testimony taken. 
H e was prepared to 
dem ur to the traverse of both Justice Field 
and Nagle, and to argne them on Monday 
or Tuesday next. 
Judge Messick did not think theie was 
any m aterial difference between counsel. 
It seemed that testimony would have ulti­ 
m ately to be taken anyhow. 
Mr. Wilson outlined the practice in ha­ 
beas corpns returns as laid down in ex-parte 
Thompson. 
Upon the return being made 
it dies, and the points aeairst the writ may 
be raised by traverse. "Of course the trav­ 
erse can be questioned, but not by formal 
demurrer, 
although 
the proceeding is 
equivalent to that. 
H e thought the Court 
had a right to know the truth, which could 
only be determined by taking testimony, 
and all points of law should of course be 
settled before taking testimony. 
Judge Sawyer rem arked that the differ­ 
ence between counsel appeared to be tbet 
one side claims th at the allegations of the 
traverse in Field’s case shall be established 
by evidence, while the other side claims 
the traverse shall be argued in advance. 
District Attorney Carey consulted with 
his associates a mom ent, with the result 
that Judge Mesick arose and said he would 
agree that counsel should argue the trav­ 
erse before taking testimony. 


JUSTICE FIELD ’S CASE SETTLED. 
This settled Justice Field’s case. Judge 
Maguire then said he understood the Dis­ 
trict Attorney intended to pnrsue a differ­ 
ent course in the case of Nagle, and he 
asked as to bis intentions. 
Mr. Carey said he desired Justice Field’s 
case taken up first, and after it was dis­ 
posed of he would prepare him self for argu­ 
ing the Nagle case. The points involved 
in the two cases were different, and he 
suggested that in order not to involve a 
repetition of the long argum ents in the 
Field case, the Nagle case be heard all at 
one time. T hat is, the Court shall hear the 
law and fails at one time. 
Judge Maguire ohjected on the same 
ground as beiore. and asked that the same 
procedure be taken in Nagle's case as in 
Field's. 
Judge Sawyer finally decided to set both 
cases down for hearing ou Tuesday next, 
Justice Field's to be taken up for argum ent 
first. 
On the motion of District Attorney Carey 
the Court issued an order to take the testi­ 
mony of George I. Mitchell, a witness who 
desires to go East, before Commissioner 
Honghton. Mr. T urner objected to this on 
the gronnd that he had no tim e to attend 
the exam ination. 
N otw ithstanding the 
examination was set down for this after­ 
noon. 


Mr. Carey then filed the traverse of Na­ 
gle to the return of the writ. 
D issim ila r 
to the original application, setting forth the 
facts of the killing of Judge Terry and 
alleging that the deed was done to save the 
life of Justice Field and while acting as a 
.United States Deputy Marshal under the 
orders of 
the Attorney-General of the 
United States. 
The Court then adjourned. 
The proceedings occupied 
about one 
hour and fifteen m inutes, but long before 
they were ended 
the Court-room was 
packed. 
All the argum ents ot counsel 
were taken down by Clement Bennett, the 
official reporter of the Court, in short­ 
hand. 
The crowd which bad assembled to w it­ 
ness a sensation went away considerably 
disappointed.

N A G L E ’S SH O TS. 


F irs t H e D e m a n d e d o f T e rry to C ease 
H is A tta c k s o n .Itid g e F ie ld . 
S a n F ra n c is c o , A ugust 22J.—This after­ 
noon there appeared before United States 
Commissioner Honghton, Geo. F. Leidger- 
wood, on behalf of petitioner in the Nagle 
habeas corpus case. The petitioner was 
represented by U nited States District A t­ 
torney Carey and Attorneys H errin, Mesick 
and Ackerman. 
The prosecution was represented bv Dis­ 
trict Attorney W hite of Stockton and "Judge 
Turner. 
Judge Field was present at the taking of 
Mr. Leiderwood’s testimony, but after be­ 
ing identified by the witness that he was 
the party struck in the dining-room at 
Lathrop by Terry he was excused. 
The witness, after being sworn, gave tes­ 
tim ony as follows : “ My nam e is George I. 
Leiderwood; 39 years of age. By occupa­ 
tion I am Pacific coast agent for the m anu­ 
facturing house of W arner Bros., New 
York. 
Reside in Los Angeles. 
Have been 
on this coast about a year. On the 14th 
day of August last I was coming from Los 
Angeles on the regular passenger train on 
the route of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
Occupied a place in the excursion car. A r­ 
rived at Lathrop on th at day at 7:30 o’clock 


a . m . W ent into the eating-house for break­ 
fast. 
Was seated at the third table at the 
north end of the dining-hall. Know Judge 
Field by sight. 
Did not see him enter. Do 
not know Nagle. Did not see him enter. 
Took a seat and heard a noise at my right. 
Sounded like a slap or blow. 
Looked up 
and saw another blow inflicted. 
[W itness 
recognized Judge Field, who was present.] 
Did not know who it was rose u d . 
He 
said: ‘Stop, sir! stop!’ and instantly fired. 
The gentleman shot I learned afterward to 
be J udge Terry. Terry occupied a position 
just to the rear of Justice Field. 
After 
the two blows were inflicted I noticed 
that the attitude ot Judge Terry was that 
of a m an who was about to strike a 
third blow. 
H is attitude was threaten­ 
ing after Nagle had said: ‘Stop, sir! 
stop, s ir !’ 
Did not see a pistol in the hand 
of Justice Field or Nagle. Nagle’s action 
after the assault could hardly be seen on 
account of the dense smoke. Said to Ju s­ 
tice Field, “ W hat does this m ean?” 
He 
replied: “ This m an attacked m e and this 
officer shot him .” 
Left the room with Ju s­ 
tice Field and Nagle. The expression of 
Nagle’s face seemed to be cool; it was 
flushed, but he looked like a man who was 
on the alert. Saw a lady, who I afterward 
learned was Mrs. Terry. She went back 
and forth to the body of Mr. Terrv. Mrs. 
Terry accosted me. H er attentions to her 
fallen husband were of a caressing nature. 
She appealed to m any bystanders, after 
Justice Field was in the car, to search her 
husband and ascertain that he was not 
arm ed. Mrs. Terry passed to and from the 
body and caressed it, kneeling at the side 
of it before she made the appeal to search 
her husband. Heard no instructions to 
Nagle from Field to shoot. W as too busy 
getting m y breakfast to hear any talk that 
was going on. Heard two shots. It was 
sufficient tim e between shots for a word or 
two to be spoken quickly. Heard only two 
shots. 
W ould have heard others had they 
been fired. Observed the tall form of the 
deceased approach Field. The blows were 
about ali ke—of considerable force—I should 
think of a nature to daze a person. Judge 
Field threw up his hand to ward off the 
blows. Judge Terry said nothing that I 
could remember. After the shooting, Mrs. 
Terry appealed to me as follow s: ’You will 
find that he has no a rm s; I took them 
from him . I did not wish him to do any 
shooting, but did not care if they had a 
fist-bout.’ ” 
The witness was then examined by Judge 
Turner for the prosecution, but the testi­ 
mony was in substance the same as already 
given.

a s h in g t o n , August 22J.—The Acting 
Secretary of the Navy to-day ODened pro­ 
posals for constiucting five steel cruisers, 
three to be about 2,000 tons and two to be 
of 3,000 tons displacement. Each of the 
two classes of vessels are to cost $700,000 
and $1,000.000 respectively, and be com­ 
pleted within two years. 
’ 
The bids were opened in the presence of 
Acting Secretary W alker, Judee' Advocate- 
General ot the Army, Chief Engineer Mel­ 
ville and Navai Constructor H ichborn, the 
last nam ed officer having been largely in­ 
strum ental in having the new vessels built. 
Among the ship-building firms repre­ 
sented by officers or agents at the opening 
were the follow ing: H artan & Hollings­ 
w orth Company, W ilm ington; Quintard 
Iron W orks, New 
Y ork; 
Union Iron 
W orks. San Francisco, and the A tlantic 
W orks, South Boston. 
The bids were as follows: The Bath 
Iron W orks of Maine propose to build 
three 2,000-ton vessels for $780,000 each, 
but in addition ask six m onths to the ad­ 
vertised time (two years). 
Cramp & Son of Philadelphia proposes 
to build the same vessels at $875,000 each. 
The same firm offered to build two 3,000- 
ton vessels at $1,225,000 each. 
The result of the bidding was a disap­ 
pointm ent to the naval officers, as the ap­ 
propriation is limited by Act of Congress to 
$700,000 each in case of the 2,000-ton ves­ 
sels, and $1 100,000 for each of the 3,0C0-ton 
vessels. 
Of course none of the bid3 can be ac­ 
cepted. 
The next move will be to readvertise, but 
not m uch confidence is felt in the result, 
and it is probable that, as in the esse of the 
cruiser Newark, Congress will be asked to 
increase the lim it of the cost of the vessels. 
Still another course open to the Secretary 
is to build the vessels at the navv-yards. 
Naval Constructor Hichborn’ 
who 
is 
acting as Chief of the Construction Corps, 
regards the failure to secure suitable bids 
as an indication that contractors are profit­ 
ing by their experience, and calls attention 
to the fact that nearly all of the vessels now 
building are under heavy penalties for de­ 
laying their construction. 
H e says the Navy Departm ent was not 
consulted by Congress when the appropria­ 
tions were made for the vessels. 
The 
committee prescribed not only the cost, but 
the speed, or horse-power, and tonnage of 
ail the ships. 
To realize the conditions the officers of 
the departm ent have been compelled to 
draw up plans for vessels which could not 
be built lor the money appropriated, as 
work of a high grade was required, and it 
was expected that our naval vessels would 
be the best of their type in the world. 
H e did not think the ships could be con­ 
structed at the navy yards (which are 
already crowded with work) at the prices 
fixed by Congress. 
Engineering experts believe the reason 
for the advance of the figures of the bids is 
to be f iund in the severe requirem ents in 
the m atter of speed and horse-power. 
The Yorktowu approxim ates in 
size 
and characteristics the 2,000-ton cruiser 
bid npon to-dav. 
She is of 1,700 tons displacement, and 
the contractor agreed to give her 3.000 
horse power. The vessel to be furnished 
at $455,009. 
This is a little more than one-half of the 
average bid received to-day, bnt the new 
vessels are required to have 5,400 horse­ 
power, with eighteen fcnot9 speed ; and so, 
in point of size, the A tlanta and Boston 
are of abont the same tonnage as the 3,000,- 
ton vessels, but while they cost only $(317,- 
and $019,000, they had but 3,780 horse­ 
power, and were designed for eighteen 
knots speed, while these new vessels m ust 
have 10,000 horse-power 
and 
nineteen 
knots speed. 
This means more compact, improved and 
costly m achinery and a heavier ball, the 
construction of which, taken in connection 
with the severe restrictions upon the use of 
steel and other material, justify ship­ 
builders in increasing their pnces.

San Simeou Bay at 8 p. m. to get things 
adjusted and for the purpose of resting the 
m en for our final four hours’ trial trip. 
“ Every indication of her developments 
of two and a half hours justifies us in say­ 
ing we developed the horse-power required 
by the contract. She is m uch faster than 
either the Government officers or myself 
expected. 
All are well on board. 
We ex­ 
pect to have our final trial early to-m or­ 
row.” 
In m aking the above statem ent, Mr. 
Scott’s m anner showed him to be fully 
confident of success.

W hile the statem ents contained in the 
letters do not constitute any legal justifica­ 
tion for the assault said to” have been 
recently made by Judge Terry upon Justice 
Field, they nevertheless throw a flood of 
light upon the series of extraordinary 
events leading to that assault, well calcu­ 
lated to modify the harshntss of public 
opinion as to its supposed unm itigated 
enorm ity.”

THE POLICE CASE. 
The Superior Court of this county has 
decided a local contention that is known as 
the Police case. We apprehend that it 
has correctly stated the law of the case, 
and that the decision is one that will 
withstand criticism. A week or two ago 
the same Court in an elaborate review 
held the Act giving the Police Commis­ 
sioners of this city power to appoint a 
larger number of policemen than the city 
theretofore had, to be constitutional. The 
question more recently before the Court 
w,i- whether the writ of mandate prayed 
for should issue, to provide means for the 
payment of the salaries of the officers ap- 
appoiuted under the Act held to be con­ 
stitutional. The Court now holds that 
the payment must be made. It is wholly 
unnecessary to review those decisions; 
they speak for themselves. The Trustees 
are asked to appeal the case and thus pro­ 
long the litigation. That is the very 
thing the people do not want done. To 
carry the case up to the Supreme Court' 
will only delay matters, and when the 
case comes back with the order of the 
Court below affirmed, there will be only 
that much more of tax to collect. This 
city has not gained anything in litigation 
cf that character, and it will be the part 
cf unwisdom to pile up costs and expend 
more money for fees in the present in­ 
stance. These officers are serving the 
city, it is receiving the benefit of their 
employment and they should be now paid, 
i t was proper enough, to set at rest any 
and all doubts that may have been enter­ 
tained by the Trustees, for them to com­ 
pel the litigation to be had that has been 
pursued to the present, in this matter; but 
now that the Court has twice affirmed the 
power of the Commissioners to appoint 
the officers, and has directed that they 
shall be paid and has specified how the 
police fund is to lie replenished, the 
right thing for the Trustees to do is to 
ol>ey the order of the Court and put an 
end to the litigation. It is in the interest 
of good and economic government that 
this should be done, and the people will 
applaud the refusal to appeal to the 
Supreme Court from which in the course 
of a year or two we might get a decision, 
and it would mote than likely be one of 
affirmation of the judgment already ren­ 
dered. 


T am m any is wise; no sooner had the 
divorce cyclone struck Sheriff Flack of 
New York, than that great Sachem re­ 
ceived an intimation that his resignation 
from the office was in order, as well as his 
resignation from the General Committee, 
and Mr. Flack thereupon proceeded to 
“get down and out.” The referee to whom 
the swindle of a divorce case had been re­ 
ferred, and who reported the “facts," was 
also requested by his principal, the County 
Clerk, to resign, and he complied at once, 
since refusal would have resulted in igno­ 
minious removal. 
Certainly, Tammany 
knows how to take care of itself, and it is 
entitled to the credit of the virtue of sac­ 
rificing its most trusted, if for an instant 
they stand in the way of the success of 
the organization. 
It is altogether a 
strange case this divorce proceeding of the 
Sheriff of Kings county. 
Ilis wife 
brought Ihe action without her own 
knowledge—that is to say, an action was 
brought in her name for a divorce from 
her husband of which she was in entire 
ignorance. The charge was adultery, and 
the proofs of guilt were made and the de­ 
cree granted. Thereupon there was pub­ 
licity of necessity and the astonished wife 
came into Court and established the fact 
that she had never authorized the bring­ 
ing of an action, had sworn to no com­ 
plaint, and had asked for no bill of 
divorcement. 
She moved to have the 
decree vacated, which was done. But 
I lending that motion there was exhibited 
the strangest tactics ou legal record. 
Flack came into Court and resisted the 
motion—actually asked that a decree stand 
that put a stigma upon him. Under the 
laws of New York a decree behind which 
is the finding of adultery as the cause is a 
shame and a stigma upon the guilty partv, 
and attaches to him certain grave penal­ 
ties. 
Here, however, was the singular 
manifestation of a man actually asking 
th at the shame attached to his name be 
not removed,and that the blemish remain. 
It is clear that some one in the Fiack case 
has been engaged in an infamous scheme 
to wrong a good woman, and tlmt some­ 
body has used the Courts of New York for 
a most abominable purpose, and, moreover, 
_ that some one has committed rank per­ 
jury, and ought to be sent to break stone 
at Sing Sing. 


L et no one write the Chinaman down a 
¡fool; in the present he is keeping faith 
with llartc s interpretation of his charac­ 
ter as “cliUii-like and bland.” In Bridge­ 


port, Conn., a group of Chinese came from « 
the North Congregational Church Sunday- 
school, retired to a wash-house and opened 
a game of chance for stakes. The police 
descended upon them, broke in the doors 
and captured all present, together with 
the gaming outfit. The Chinese in Court 
next day set up a defense that would make 
the modem polygamous Mormon green 
with envy. “We were not gaming,” said 
the leader; “we were illustrating the re­ 
ligious teaching we had just received. The 
game was harmless and was interspersed 
with prayer first by one side and then by 
the other, for success, and we were in the 
midst of a solemn appeal to heaven when 
the sacrilegious police raided the house. 
True there was a stake, but it was the 
supper for the crowd.” The proof was 
that each player “chipped” coin into the 
banker’s vessel, and that the entire com­ 
pany was seated around the table intently 
engaged in watching the progress of the 
game and the change of hands through 
which the coin passed. The Court failed 
to understand the connection between re­ 
ligious devotion and the game, or the rele­ 
vancy of the “supper” forfeit to the pro­ 
ceedings the police broke up, and accord­ 
ingly found the defendants guilty. The 
Chinaman is observant; probably he has 
noted that the Latter-Day Saints shield 
themselves and the most abominable prac­ 
tices behind the plea of freedom of con­ 
science, and they cannot understand why 
one may not indulge in a game of chance 
as a religious exercise, as well as in a mul­ 
tiplicity of wives. If indeed that is the 
Chinaman’s logic, we must confess that 
the parallel he draws is a close one—un­ 
fortunately for him, however, the day has 
passed, not to return, when religion can 
be successfully used as a cover for crime. 
The Bridgeport people who have been 
wrestling with the Chinaman to turn him 
from heathenish ways, must feel very 
much embarrassed by this evidence of the 
obtusenes6 of the Mongolian and his fail­ 
ure to understand that prayer is not a 
means to all ends. They will come to 
realize one of these days that the China­ 
man understands well enough, but does not 
receive in sincerity. There may be a few 
cases of genuineness among the Chinese in 
this country in this matter of embracing 
the Christian religion, but in the vast ma­ 
jority of cases it is merely a matter of con­ 
venience to selfish ends. 


T h e Alta calls the attention of the 
tender-footed Democrats and ultra-States 
rights people to the fact that this matter 
of the right of the Federal Courts to take 
jurisdiction of cases in which Federal 
officers, their persons or property are in­ 
volved, by reason of action taken by them 
in the discharge of duty, was settled long 
ago, and by a President whose Democracy 
has never been doubted—Andrew Jack­ 
son—in the case of the South Caro­ 
lina nullifiers. The Alta is right, the 
cases treated by General Jackson, in his 
famous message, are on all fours with that 
of Marshal Nagle. Our contemporary 
well says: 
The Federal Courts may not only take juris­ 
diction, but they may punish State officers for 
attempting its assumption by the issue of writs 
and processes. All this is lequired by a strict 
construction of the law, and the only just griev­ 
ance that the people can plead against the Fed­ 
eral Courts will have arisen when they omit 
the use of any of the powers which Jackson de­ 
clared inherent in the Federal Constitution. 
It is the duty of those Courts upon every chal­ 
lenge of this kind that is oflered them to stand 
upon the outer lice of Jackson's constitutional 
ground. If they do so the public will be. as it 
should be, familiar with the line tnat divides 
Federal and State jurisdiction. If they fail, let 
it be remembered that every judgment in a 
Federal Court enforcing the revenue laws of 
the United Slates is a violation of the rights of 
property as defined by State law. The State

law does notjirohibit smuggling. The property 
smuggled is as much under the protection of 
State law as any other. The State law does not 
recognize the penalty of confiscation of prop­ 
erty aud imprisonment of person for selling 
liquor without a Federal license or without a 
Federal stamp on the package. If a Federal 
Judge may be attacked whenever his final judg­ 
ment executes these laws, and for defend! og 
himselt may be imprisoned by a State Court, 
w hich may refuse him bail, upon the theory 
that he is sure of ultimate acquittal, a blow is 
aimed directly at the existence of the Federal 
Government, 
The question was settled by Jackson. Let it 
stay settled. 


T h e interest that is already excited in 
the Commercial Conference to be held in 
San Francisco next week justifies the pre­ 
vision that it will be one of the most im­ 
portant assemblages that has ever gathered 
upon the Pacific coast—indeed, we are 
about prepared to say that no other body 
has ever been called together on these 
shores that has been intrusted with greater 
responsibility. The occasion is to decide 
whether or not the commercial interests of 
this coast are to be made subservient to a 
foreign influence, and whether the carrier 
business of the country is to be given over 
to the greed of the Canadian Pacific Rail­ 
way, which is in no sense a fair competitor 
with the American transcontinental rail­ 
road lines, since it is backed by the power 
of the Dominion and the English Govern­ 
ment, and enjoys aid and exemptions that 
are unparalleled, and really places those 
Governments in the altitude of commercial 


A ssaults are now being made upon the 
character of Deputy Marshal Nagle and 
his past career. No matter what may be 
said of his past, whether it is to his credit 
or to his shame, cuts no figure in the 
Terry case. The only things judgment can 
be based upon in that matter are the ac­ 
tions and facts of the present; whether the 
man was or was not an officer of the Gov­ 
ernment; whether he acted as he was in 
duty bound to do; whether he did, under 
the circumstances, what a reasonable man, 
under similar circumstances, would have 
^ooe; whether, under the law, his act was 
justifiable. It makes no sort of difference 
who Nagle is, where liy was born, how he 
lias acted in other cases, and what has been 
his career upon the frontier.

Crocker, a lady whom Sacramento is proud 
to claim us one oi her citizens, and who 
has a home here, where she frequently re­ 
sides, as well as at her residence in San 
Francisco. Mrs. Crocker’s generous heart 
and open hand are well known in this city, 
where she is honored and respected by all. 
The exercises yesterday were presided 
over by Rev. O. C. Miller, and opened with 
E 
rayer and music by a choir led by S. D. 
layer. 
Charles F. Hanlon made the opening ad­ 
dress in Dehalf of the Trustees, in the 
course of which he said : As the spirit of 
one of the California pioneers hovers over 
the charity fund in our Mayor’s hands, 
the spirit of another over the Park build­ 
ings for our innocent children, the spirit of 
another over our classic College of Law, the 
spirit of another over the astronomical 
monument capping Mount Hamilton in the 
clouds, and the spirit of still another over 
the spires of Palo Alto’s temple of univer­ 
sal learning, so be neath the sunlight of 
this glorious day, hovering around us on 
this corner-stone of enduring philanthropy, 
I feel, I hear, I see the spirit of that cham­ 
pion of Charity’s cause—the spirit of that 
powerful pioneer, our departed fellow-citi- 
zen, Charles Crocker. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. Bar­ 
rows, followed by Rev. Dr. J. A. Benton. 
He spoke at length on the generosity of the 
giver, Mrs. Charles Crocker. The laying of 
the corner-stone immediately followed. In 
the box beneath the stone were placed 
the photographs of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Crocker aud family, coins of 1888 and 1889, 
an edition of the Bible, a programme of 
the exercises of the laying of the 
corner stone, a copy of the* minutes of 
the last meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the Old People’s Home, which was held 
May 4th, and an authenticated copy of a 
description of the organization of the Old 
People'3 Home. 
There were, also, two 
trowels, one of which was presented to 
Mrs. Charles Crocker, and bore the follow­ 
ing inscription : 
Presented with grateful heart to Mrs. Charles 
Crocker by the Board of i ady Managers of the 
Old People's Home, to be used in laving the 
corner stone of the building so generously 
given by her. 
Mrs. Chas. Nelson. 
San Francisco, August 22,1889. 
There was another trowel, presented by 
Page Brown, the architect, on which was 
a similar inscription. Both were of silver, 
with ivory handles. One trowel was used 
by Mrs. Crocker and the other by her 
young granddaughter, Mrs. Alexander. 
The stone was laid in the usual manner. 
The choir then rendered the hymn of 
"Rock of Ages,” after which followed the 
benediction and prayer of Rev. O. C. Mil­ 
ler, which concluded the exercises of the 
day.The cost of the building will be about 
$120,000, exclusive of the land. The land 
was given by Mrs. Crocker and the build­ 
ing, which is being constructed for her, 
will,when completed, be turned over to the 
Trustees of the Home. 
The sketch of the institution, referred to 
above, is as follows: 
At this great event, after fourteen years 
iu the history of the “Old People’s Home,” 
the laying of the comer store of this mag­ 
nificent building for old men and women, 
it may not be out of place to give a synopsis 
of the origin and development of said in­ 
stitution, which, until recently, has not 
been brought before the general-going 
public, although its charity has been 
broadly and widely felt by the poor old 
creatures who have found shelter in it, 
irrespective of their creed, nationality or 
sex.The Old People’s Home is now located in 
this city of San Francisco, State of Cali­ 
fornia, on Francisco street, between Stock­ 
ton and Powell, where its good work has 
been carried on during the last ten years, 
and there are many old people who, while 
young and during the pioneer days of this 
great State by their influence and activity 
laid the foundation for a great State and 
founded comtorts for generations to come, 
but, like many a good mariner before 
reaching the haven of rest and security, 
have been swept off the decks of their well- 
guided ships into the expanse of a vast 
t.'Siing ocean. 
It was for the care and comfort of such 
that a few ladie3 met end organized them­ 
selves into a society in the year 1874, at the 
residence of Mrs. Charles Nelson, at 30 
Laurel Place, Rincon Hill, in the aforesaid 
city. At this meeting, most of the ladies, 
although full of benevolence, were with­ 
out much means, and being many of them 
of Scandinavian origin, they, in a limited 
way, started a home for old ladies only, 
under the name of the ‘‘Scandinavian La­ 
dies’ Benevolent and Relief Society.” For 
several years, by their own contributions 
and by personally conducting public en­ 
tertainments at Platt’s Hall and elsewhere, 
the society succeeded in continuing doing 
a considerable amount of charity. 
In the fifth year (in 1879) the finances 
were at a very low ebb, and meetings were 
held at which it was discussed to give up 
for lack of funds, and then, when matters 
had assumed the darkest appearance, Mrs. 
Nelson conceived the solid plan to make 
the institution permanent, and immedi­ 
ately obtained from the State a charter of 
incorporation, with the right to use the 
present name. “Old People’s Home,” and 
applied to said city for the old city build­ 
ings, or rather shells, the site of the present 
Home, which was then without windows 
or doors; these attracted Mrs. Nelson’s 
keen eye as a good place for a Home, but 
securing it was a task of difficulty. On the 
very day when the final meeting to dis­ 
solve was to be held at the Home, then on 
Shipley street, with only four occupants, 
Mrs. Nelson donned her hat and shawl, 
and with unflinching faith and assurance 
in the great and benevolent Giver, whose 
bounty never fails, visited several of the 
Supervisors and the Mayor of our city, and 
laid her plan before them, to w it; The 
city to sell them the oid shanty for a nomi­ 
nal consideration, and give them the lease 
of the lot for a number of years. 
The task seemed herculean and was criti­ 
cised as ridiculous, aud would probably 
have failed had it not been for the able 
presentation of the case by the society’s at­ 
torney, Charles F. Hanlon, who, in a public 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors of the 
city and county, eloquently plead for 
charity’s sake, and showed them how they 
could discharge the watchman who re­ 
ceived $100 per month for watching the 
old buildings, and promised that, with the 
aid ot similar societies, almshouses in San 
Francisco would become a thing of the 
past. 
A great many objections were raised in 
the Board about giving the lease and do­ 
nating the old building—points of policy, 
points of law, were raised against it. The 
attorney’s loud cry continued, and the 
efforts of Mrs. Nelson were redoubled; 
^ finally one of the Supervisors, Hon. A. W. 
Scott, at present himself a director of the 
society, re echoed among his fellows that 
cry which overcame their fears of pnblic 
opinion, and caused them to pass to final 
print the resolntion founding the Home at 
its present site on Francisco street. After 
having obtained the building aDd this 
lease, the next struggle was to get the 
necessary means wherewith to make the 
improvements. By Mrs. Nelson’s efforts 
aDd persistency, donations of lamber, 
doors, hardware, etc.. were made, and the 
prices of other material needed reduced 
considerably. Mrs. Anna A. Pratt and 
Robert C. Johnson made a donation of 
$1,000 each. 
It seems as if the Giver of ail great good, 
in whom she put her faith, did so guide and 
direct her, as the leader of the society, that 
the buildings were remodeled and the finan­ 
cial standing of the Home established. 
Mrs. Robert Johnson of this city, in 
whose hands a fund had been left for char­ 
itable purposes by our deceased fellow- 
citizen, Michael Rtrese (the last of said fund), 
to wit. $5,000, poured it into the treasury of 
the Home. Facilities were immediately 
furnished for old gentlemen—there being 
no Home to which they could turn 
throughout California. 
It is unnecessary to dwell npon the great 
number that have felt the kindly and lov­ 
ing influence of the ladies during the ebb­ 
ing away of life. The present Home is 
entirely inadequate for the many applica­ 
tions for admission coming from ail parts 
of tbe Pacific coast to spfend their remain­ 
ing days. 
With so many applications, and with the 
uncertainty of continuing at their present 


location, the ladies had by their President 
felt the necessity of getting a permanent 
Home, and, wi’.h that end in view, had 
committees appointed and books sent 
around for subscriptions, but tbe commit­ 
tees returned without money and books 
with unsoiled blank leaves. It did not look 
very encouraging, as the present building 
needed extensive repairs, and this was the 
only coarse left. But kind Providence has 
given us assurance that not a sparrow falls 
to the gronnd without observance, and the 
assurance, also, to humanity, pray ve and 
ve shall receive. The fulfillment of this 
has never been more clearly demonstrated 
than perhaps in the present case. The 
President, in her great and benevolent 
heart, never ceased to pray to Him to send 
to her assistance to carry forward the great 
charity. 
Her prayer was miraculously 
heard and answered. 
The thought of one of onr pioneer ladies 
of California was running, unknown to all, 
almost parallel with theirs, in looking 
around for a site, to erect or purchase a 
place for an Old People’s Home. This 
was the wish often expressed by her hus­ 
band. but on account of urgent business 
deferred too long, until the cold destroyer 
laid his hand upon the great heart of our 
deceased pioneer and fellow-citizen .Charles 
Crocker. But it has been left to his noble 
widow and children to rear to his memory 
in San Francisco a monument that we 
hope shall be everlasting, and from under 
its roof shall ascend prayers of gratitude 
to this noble heart, that in its munificence 
designed a princely gift wherein shall be 
praised the greatest and noblest of the trio, 
“Faith, Hope and Charity.” As Faith 
loses itself in “realization,” and Hope in 
“fruition,” Charity will abide forever, “it 
being the greatest.” 
Such is a short history of the society; and 
on this occasion, in laying the corner-stone 
of this new edifice by Mrs. Crocker and 
her family, let us never forget to revere the 
memory of her deceased husband, the 
late Charles Crocker.

HIS CRIMINAL CAREER. 
Judgm ent of a R epresentative D em o­ 
cratic P aper. 
The Placerviile Weekly Observer, a repre­ 
sentative Democratic paper, has the follow­ 
ing editorial on the death of David 8. 
Terry : 
The timely oflieial shot which killed 
David S. Terry, arrested and avenged a 
brutal assault, characteristic of the assail­ 
ant. It closed a criminal career, distin­ 
guished by shamelessjinfamies. The [cold­ 
blooded blackguard nelonged to a class of 
treacherous and brutal ruffians, who, un­ 
wept and unregretted, are passing rapidly 
away. His fate is bewailed by none but 
his boon companions, and a few surviving 
confederates in successive conspiracies 
against society and Government. Hence 
the universal verdict of decent people and of 
the press, which reflects their sentiments, 
will be, and is. that his sudden and in­ 
glorious death was caused by a drastic do3e 
of his own medicine. 
The doom he invited and deserved was 
only too long deferred. 
Dust to dust, 
earth to earth, and peace to h¡3 ashes. 
Let the other darkness into which he has 
passed cover venial sins and the average of 
human vices. Let “time’s half brother” 
condone such faults and frailties as are in­ 
herent in human nature. Let the sepul­ 
chral voice and hollow laughter which 
were the echoes of a heart dead to all the 
better sentiments and asperations of hu­ 
manity be heard no more forever. But 
while charity with averted face and mental 
reservations consigns him to an ignoble 
grave, it is the office of that even-handed 
Justice, to which he has forfeited his crim­ 
inal life, to make it a warning example for 
all time to come. 
But why expose the shameless audacity 
of the blackguard who sought, with favor­ 
able opportunities, to make bis crimes con­ 
spicuous? From his first war whoop in 
border fray to the last crowning infamy of 
his diabolical and disreputaole life, he was 
a predatory soldier of fortune, intent upon 
the bad eminence he attained. With the 
treachery of an Apache Indian, he had the 
courage which comes from tne“trick of the 
weapon” and snperio: physical strength. 
In the cold-blooded and vindictive conspir­ 
acy to nnnt down and kill tbe gallant 
Broderick, he sported a “shield blazoned 
with the name cf chivalry to cover the 
crime of murder.” The sectional and sin­ 
ister motive of the hair-triggered conspir­ 
acy to kill the organizing and representa­ 
tive leader of the Douglas Democracy is 
well known. “I die,” he said, “because I 
was opposed to a corrupt administration 
and the extension of slavery.” But the 
dead here was mightier than the living as­ 
sassin. From Lone Mountain to the aveng­ 
ing Heavens the moral and fighting forces 
of the universe were proclaiming the com­ 
ing triumph of the good cause for which he 
died.With the hanging mark of Cain upon 
him, the aposta’e Judge, who never felt 
nor feigned a moral obligation or loyal sen­ 
timent, withdrew from subordinate con­ 
spiracies against Northern men and insti­ 
tutions in California, to join a more gigantic 
confederacy against the nation. Having 
shared the crimes and husks of the rebel­ 
lion and tarried for tbe benefit of robust 
health two years in Mexico, he returned to 
the State in whose penitentiary he should 
have spent the seven years ot his absence. 
He came back a sadder and sourer, but not 
a better man. 
Tbe heart that broke when the rebellion 
went down belore the eagles of the Repub­ 
lic, was still in arms against Hie people and 
their Government. The rancor jus and re­ 
morseless rebel, embittered by defeat and 
torn by the vnlture of disappointment, was 
still a false and faithless unbeliever in the 
force that crushed him. The red-handed 
conspirator against the peace and dignity of 
the State, when remanded for past offenses 
to social and political ostracism, if less 
hopeful and confident, was more morose 
and malignant. By his prurient marriage 
of an adventnress, better than himself, he 
had gained a loss of ante-nuptial friends 
and fortune. And when the coveted mil­ 
lions of her departed paramous went glim­ 
mering from sight, her last suitor and first 
husband, had nothing to show for love or 
luck but the charming Sarah Althea her­ 
self. Hence the concerted cry of disap­ 
pointed rage with which all the suits 
against Sharon, for love or money, were 
consolidated in one deadly, double-bar­ 
relled, breach-loading, self-cocking case of 
aggravated insult, slander and violence 
against Courts and Judges. With just this 
case and no other provocation than his own 
nastiness, the brutal and shameless black­ 
guard who assaulted Judge Field, crossed 
the inviolable circle which conserves the 
independence and security of Judges and 
Courts, and messengers of death exchanged 
horses to tell how a brave officer avenged 
the wrong. 
The riddle and irony of Fate never 
looked so much like the compensations of 
Divine Justice. While the deathless name 
and memory of David C. Broderick are 
spell-words of honor and slogans of honor, 
those of the notorious Terry are svnonvms 
of shame and sileut contempt. Óf all tbe 
Courts and civic societies that vie 1 with 
each other in respectful homage to the dead 
lion, not one has condescended to notice 
the dismal death and banal of his slayer. 
It is not now the estate of Sharon that is to 
be despoiled and wasted, but the less tempt­ 
ing one of Terry is to be tbe dry bone of 
contention. The disloyal and diabolical 
conspiracies for pelf and power, in which 
the mercenary and murderous Terry warred 
upon individual life, social order and good 
government, are blackening in the winds 
that winnow fragrance on the monumental 
shrine of Broderick, and pay loving hom­ 
age to the “ flag of ihe free "and the home 
of the brave.” And now that the bully 
and blackguard who courted bis fate has 
ezpiated his criminal aspersions and as­ 
saults upon learned, dignified and vener­ 
able Judges, their untarnished lives and 
reputations are is tbe safe-keeping of the 
States and nation they have served so long 
and well—an imperishable heritage of vir 
tne, justice and honor. 
A Michigan girl was forced by her pa- 
raents to go before a J ustice of the Peace 
and stand up with a ruan whom she did 
not wish to wed. To every question where 
the marriage ceremony requires the bride 
to say “ Yes,” she distinctly responded 
“ No.” The Justice pronounced the pair 
man and wife, but the Supreme Court has 
declared the whole ceremony null and 
void.

Camp S hafter, August 21, 1889. 
The flag is raised at last, and from the 
top of a sixty-foot mast Old Gloiy floats in 
the breeze. The work of setting up the 
flag-pole was witnessed by many, and a 
grand hurrah went up when the work was 
completed. 
At the beach this afternoon the attention 
of all the spectators was attracted to a pe­ 
culiar looking object floating around in the 
water some distance from the second raft.

The regulars under Colonel Shatter will 
be here to-morrow morniDg from Mon­ 
terey. They will camp to our left, and the 
men here delight in the assurance that they 
will be our neighbors for a few days. 
A baseball game was played here to-day 
between the ladies of the camp, assisted 
by Piccinnini, the colored mascot of Com­ 
pany B, and a nine under Lieutenant 
Órmsby. The ladies surprised everyone 
with their playiüg, though they allowed no 
rules to “ be in force” while they them­ 
selves were at the bat. Not alone r’unniDg, 
but sliding was in order, and the decisions 
of the umpire were not regarded, when 
they did not conform to the wishes of the 
female aggregation. One of them mis­ 
judged a high fly ball, and instead of the 
sphere lighting in her hands, it shot in a 
“ bee line ” for her head, and she couldn’t 
get out of the road of it. To square mat­ 
ters, the men allowed the ladies ten runs 
for the accident. Lieutenant Ormsby, of 
tbe male aggregation, proved to be such a 
oor thrower that he was ordered on the 
ench by the umpire, but still he played 
an important part in the game while in 
that position.

There 
were also Mr. and Mrs. Will Marvin, Mr. 
and Mrs. L. L. Lewis, Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
8heppard, T. M. Lindley, Engene Stevens, 
Harry Wood. Mrs. S. C. Denson, Mrs. 
Boyle, Louis Brenner, Mrs. Hurd and oth­ 
ers. They arrived here just in time to 
witness the ceremonies ot guard mount, 
and, of course, they were delighted with 
the music of our fine band. 
Two solid hours of drill is gone through 
every morning here, and most of the boys 
are about dead after it. 
Lieutenants Kay, of Company B, and 
Stearns, of Company G, alternate in acting 
as Adjutant, in the absence of Captain 
Wiseman. 
Captain 8eymour of Company B is a 
most attractive swimmer, and when he 
and Captain Cook go in the water huge 
waves begin to come in, and the surf be­ 
gins to swell. 
The band is now playing new and de­ 
lightful music for dress parade. Brigadier- 
General T. W. Sheehan and a number of 
his staff arrived at camp ibis afternoon, 
and in his honor a salute of thirteen gnns 
were fired. To-nigbt a reception and a 
jolly good time will be held at headquar­ 
ters, Colonel Guthrie having placed every­ 
thing at the General’s disposal. There 
will undoubtedly be many visitors from 
town, and the affair to-night promises to be 
the event of the camp. 
Captain Seymour of Company E is drill* 
ing his company for all they are worth. 
He is bound to have those wheels exe­ 
cuted properly. 
Some of the ladies who were kicking 
the foot-ball to-day were undoubtedly not 
aware of the fact that the photographer 
was taking instantaneous pictures during 
the whole of the kicking exhibition. 
Some of the boys are beginning to get 
worried because they haven’t had a chance 
to go to church since they left home. 
The powder being used in firing off 
salutes in the cannon is of very poor 
quality—so says Captain Cook. The sound 
is something like the crack of a rifle, but 
the rumble is the same as usual. 
Adjutant-General Orton has just arrived, 
and a salute is being fired in honor of his 
presence in camp. General Orton’s com­ 
ing was not expei te 1 and was quite a sur­ 
prise. He was accompanied by his wife 
and lady friends, and their presence will 
materially add to the good time to be had 
to-night. 
Piccinnini, the colored mascot of Com- 
many B. is as black as a coal. He says : 
“ Youse people don’t know I’m sunburned, 
but lem’ me tell you I feel it on dis yere 
jaw and cheek. ’ 
Uncle John Douglass thinks he is being 
treated very shabbily and threatens fo 
desert if tnere is not a change. He is 
worked to death, he says, but as yet no one 
has seen him miss a meal. 
Major Kennedy conducted the dress- 
parade this evening and went through the 
ceremonies all right. 
Here’s some of the funny terms for the 
eatables, which the boys make use of, 
though just for fun: “Start that axle 
grease this way,” meaning the butter; 
slide up that gravel train,” meaning the 
sugar ; “now for that jerked quail.” refer­ 
ring to the corned-beef. 
Company B's colored mascot is the sub­ 
ject of lots of fun. Every evening after 
supper he takes out a squad which is called 
the “wood brigade,” from the fact that 
each man carries a huge piece of timber. 
His sonorous voice and the commands he 
gives create no little amusement.E. M. S.

CBOOKED METHODS ALLEGED AGAINST 
PBIVATE DETECTIVES. 


t i* C harged th a t Boys A re E m ployed to 
E n te r Saloons in O rd er to Secure 
C onvictions. 


There are ugly rumors about concerning 
the methods alleged to be employed by the 
so-called detectives who are working under 
engagement to the Law and Order League 
of this city. Two convictions have been 
made of persons charged with selling liquor 
to boys under fifteen years of age. While 
the fiist case was on trial it was openly as­ 
serted by Charles T. Jones, the defendant’s 
counsel, that the detectives who made the 
arrest were in the habit of hiring boys to 
enter saloons and ask for drinks, in order 
to secure evidence sufficient to warrant 
arrests. This was at the lime regarded as 
the mere suspicion of an attorney seeking 
to save his client from punishment. But 
since then Borne directness has been given 
to the charge, as the names of the parties 
concerned have been freely used. 
When Baloon-keeper Mackall came to the 
R ecorw-U nioh office the other night to 
make his explanation of the presence of a 
couple of young girls in his place, he said 
that on the preceding day a bov also came 
into his saloon, whom he recognized as one 
he had seen employed at the Paris mutual 
pool-stand during the last races at 
Agricultural Park. The boy wanted to 
play cards in the back-room, and also asked 
for a drink. Mackall said he ordered him 
out of the place, and that it then began to 
dawn upon him that somebody was trying 
to put up a job to get him into trouble. It 
now turns out that the boy in question is 
the same Harry Fisher on whose testimony 
Tony Gerber was the other day convicted 
of selling liquor to a minor under 15 years 
of age. 
It is also stated that a lad named Snm- 
merfield, whose parents reside on Twelfth 
street, near H, has given up his situation 
as messenger-boy and entered the service 
of the so-called detectives employed by the 
Law and Order League, and that his duties 
can be quite as well imagined as described. 
This latter statement is made by the police, 
who say that a neighbor of the Summer- 
fields, Peter Tietjens (formerly a Justice of 
the Peace), declares it to be a fact. 
If these statements and rumors have any 
foundation, it behooves the ladies and gen­ 
tlemen who compose the Law and Order 
League to wash their hands of this busi­ 
ness at once, or employ only honest men. 
It is no defense for saloon-keepers to say 
that boys are hired to "put them in a hole;” 
they have no right to sell liquor to them, 
even though boys are paid to go into their 
places. On the other hand, if the police 
have proof that these so-called detectives 
are playing a black-mailing game upon 
citizens, it is their duty to arrest the parties, 
and prosecute them to the full extent of 
the law. The one crime is no more less 
reprehensible than the other. Neither 
the man who would sell liquor to a boy, 
tinder any circumstances, nor the party 
who would subsidize a boy to enter a 
saloon for the purpose of enticing the pro­ 
prietor thereof into violating the law, is 
deserving of the least mercy. If it can be 
shown that boys have actually been paid to 
do such dirty work, their employers de­ 
serve to be placed behind the prison-bars 
or driven out of the community their pre­ 
sence disgraces. 
One crime does not warrant the commis­ 
sion of another, and if the good people 
who have been induced to form themselves 
into a league for the supposed purpose of 
doing good can discover that they have 
been innocently made the dupes of men 
who seek to profit by illegitimate practices, 
they owe it to themselves to go out of the 
business at once. This whole matter is one 
that concerns the welfare ofthe community, 
and deserves to be thoroughly ventilated, 
that the truth may be made known. 
Chief of Police Lee stated to a Record- 
Union reporter yesterday that Sacramento 
was now simply going through an experi­ 
ence that most other cities have had, and 
that the so-called private detective business 
had in most of them bten squelched, as it 
had been shown to be generally conducted 
for disreputable purposes. 
DODGING THE “ VAG” LAW. 
H ow a Low -D ow n Class E scape Convic­ 
tion for V agrancy. 
It is becoming quite a common thing 
nowadays for that class of creatures who 
are supported by fallen women to marry 
the latter in order to escape being run in 
for vagrancy. One of these libels on the 
name of man was seen approaching a Jus­ 
tice of the Peace's office a day or two ago, 
fumbling a document of some kind in 
hand. 
"What’il you bet that isn’t a country 
-Constable with an attachment?” asked one 
of a group standing bv the door. 
“Well,” replied another, “that stiff- 
brimmed while hat, puffed nair, and the 
general style of the tellow warrants that 
presumption, but that paper isn’t big 
enough for an attachment document. I 
have it. I’ll go you the cigars that it's a 
marriage 'license.” 
“But who would marry such a swagger­ 
ing fellow as that ?” 
“That's all right, but you wait and see. 
I'll warrant you that fellow belongs to the 
L-street brigade, and I’ll bet he wants to 
marry somebody to save being vag’d.” 
The bearer of the mysterious document 
—a stalwart young man, who might he 
called good-looking but for his general 
make-up—stalked into the office and whis­ 
pered to the Justice. After be had de­ 
parted the Justice was asked the nature of 
his business. 
“Oh, he just wants to get married,” re­ 
plied the man of law. “and called to in­ 
quire the fee.”

SOCIAL ENJOYMENT. 
Successful Parlor T heatricals—Cane P re­ 
sentation— D ancing—Etc. 
Equity Lodge, Knights and Ladies of 
Honor, gave their regular weekly social at 
Grangers’ Hall Wednesday evening. About 
seveDty-five members were present, and 
four new ones were initiated. Alter the 
business of the lodge was completed Mrs. 
R. Pedlar read with much dramatic effect, 
“ Curfew Must Not Ring To-night.” 
The next on the programme was a drama, 
in three acts, entitled “ Aunt Jernsha’s 
Money.” It was well presented, and fur­ 
nished no end of fun. The costuraery 
and stage settings were first class. The prin­ 
cipal characters were taken by Mr. and 
Mrs. O. W. Erlewine, Mrs. E. S. Garrison, 
Miss Lizzie B. Aiken and Mrs. Phut-be Ei- 
trum, each one of whom demonstrated 
that they were possessed of considerable 
dramatic ability. 
After the drama was completed, and 
while the hall was yet ringing with ap­ 
plause, Past Protector Erlewine erose to 
address the audience. He said Equity 
Lodge was a lodge of surprises. For three 
years it had been one of the leading social 
organizations of the city. The secret of its 
social success in a great measure was owing 
to the fact that the literary committees 
never allowed any one to know the treat 
that was in store for them. He congratu­

Mr. Aiken, who was taken entirely by 
surprise, responded, saying he should ever 
cherish this memento of the good wishes 
and respect of the lodge, and hoped to be 
able to render a good account of his stew­ 
ardship when he returned from the Su­ 
preme Lodge. 
The floor was then cleared for dancing, 
and all present tripped the “light fantastic 
toe” and whirled through the “mazy 
dance” for a couple of hours to the dulcet 
strains of the music rendered by Equity 
Reed and String Band. 
CROOKS’ OPEN SEASON. 
T he L igh t-F ing ered G entry G etting in 
Som e L ively W ork. 
The vanguard of the army of thieves and 
burglars that operate throughout the State 
during the season of agricultural fairs, has 
reached this city, and for several weeks to 
come it would be well for citizens to guard 
well their homes and property. On Tues­ 
day night—the same night an attempt was 
made to rob Gruhler’s saloon, on J street— 
the houseof Mr. Phleger, on the east side cJ 
Fifth street, between K and L, was entered 
by a burglar, who ransacked all of the 
house and basement, except the bedroom 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Phleger, and he 
was deterred from raiding that room, prob­ 
ably, on account of an infant awakening 
and crying at the time. Nothing of much 
value was taken, except a couple of Build­ 
ing and Loan Association books and some 
tools from a closet in the basement. Mrs. 
Phleger’s diamonds were on her burean 
and might readily have been stolen, as 
well as some $80 in money, had the burg­ 
lar got into the bedroom. ' 
After leaving the Phleger residence he 
entered the residence of J. L. Scott, next 
door, and made his way to Mr. Scott’s 
room, where he opened a trunk, and was 
just getting out of the door when Scott 
awoke. He chased the burglar out the 
back door, his only weapon being a boot, 
with which he fetched the fellow a swipe 
over the head as he descended the rear 
steps to the yard. The burglar here threw 
away his load, and scaling the fence leaped 
over into the lumber yard and disappeared. 
A little later Mr. Scott heard a noise in the 
rear of the house, and on going out dis­ 
covered the same chap in the act of again 
leaving the yard, having returned to re­ 
cover something he had thrown away in 
his flight. However, he got nothing of 
value. 
The next morning some of the tools 
stolen from Phleger’s were found on the 
top of a chicken-house in the rear, as also 
the box that had contained the Building 
and Loan books.

and W ill B e Punished. 
The attention of Police Judge Buckley 
was occupied yesterday afternoon in the 
examination of W. W. Cone, who claims to 
be a private detective in the employ of the 
Law and Order League. 
Cone was arrested Tuesday evening on 
complaint of Martin McManus, a fisher­ 
man, who claimed that Cone had assaulted 
him with a loaded cane in the Forrest 
Saloon on K street, in Court McManus 
testified that himself and a friend named 
Patrick Conpion, who is also a fisherman, 
entered the saloon lor a drink. McManus 
carried in his hand a large salmon tront, 
and held it up proudly to Fred. Gruhler, 
the proprietor of the place, and said, 
“How’s that? I wouldn't take $5 for that 
fish.” Cone was standing near the bar, 
and McManus recognized him as one 
who had been looking about for illegal 
fishermen of late. He accused him of be­ 
ing over-zealous in his prosecution, and 
added that if he (Cone) ever got into his 
(McManus’) boat, he would drown him. 
This riled Cone to such an extent that he 
struck McManus several times with his 
cane. 
Patrick Conpion corroborated his pre­ 
vious testimony, and Charles Tanner, a 
barkeeper for Gruhler, was called for the 
same purpose. The latter, however, tes­ 
tified that Cone never used his cane at all, 
and only pushed McManus away from him. 
This was quite a surprise to the prosecu­ 
tion.“Did you tell anybody last night that 
you saw Cone use a cane on McManus?” 
asked City Attorney Church. 
“No, sir,” was the dogged reply. 
Mr. Church referred to a statement made 
by Tanner shortly after the trouble in the 
saloon, to the effect that he saw Cone strike 
McManus with a cane. This statement was 
made to the complaining witness and also 
to his brother. The brother was called 
later in the trial and substantiated the 
story. 
For the delense Mr. and Mrs. Gruhler, a 
boy named “Adam” and Cone himself, all 
testified, and although they were all mixed 
up in regard to many of the particulars, 
they swore that Cone did not use his cane. 
Attorneys Estabrook and Dunn argued 
the case at length for the defense, and Mr. 
Church did likewise for the people. 
Judge Buckley found Cone guilty as 
charged. He said that it was possible, and 
even probable, that McManus did not love 
Cone to a very great extent, on account of 
the latter’s attitude toward the fishermen. 
He might have held his big salmon trout 
too close to Coue’s nostrils to suit the lat­ 
ter, but this did not justify Cone in using 
a loaded cane—that was more than the law 
allowed. His Honor intimated that the 
testimony given by the witnesses for the 
defense savored of falsehood, particularly 
that of Tanner, the barkeeper. 
Cone will be sentenced on Monday. 


MOUNTAIN RESERVOIBS. 
W hy C ertain L ake* and L ands H ave 
B een R eserved from A ppropriation. 
The fact was mentioned in these columns 
the other day that the Government Land 
Office in this city had been notified by the 
Interior Department of the reservation of 
lakes Webber, Independence and Donner 
for the purpose of reservoirs for the irriga­ 
tion of land3 under the Arid Land Act of 
Congress at its last session. The full text 
of the instructions is as follows : 
1 The object sought to be accomplished is 
unmistakable. The water sources and arid 
lands that may be irrigated by a system of 
natural irrigation are now reserved to be 
hereafter, when redeemed to agriculture, 
transferred to the people of the territories 
in which they are situated, for homesteads. 
The Act of CoDgress and common justice 
require they should be faithfully preserved 
for these declared purposes. The statute 
provides that all lauds which may here­ 
after be designated or selected by a geologi­ 
cal survey as sites for reservoirs, ditches or 
canals for irrigating purposes, and all lands 
made susceptible of irrigation by such res­ 
ervoirs, ditches or canals, are, since the pas­ 
sage of said Act, absolutely reserved for 
sale as the property of the United States, 
and shall not be subject after the passage of 
the Act to entry, settlement or occupation 
until further provided by law ; or the Presi­ 
dent by proclamation may open said land 
to settlement. Neither individuals nor cor­ 
porations have the right to make filings 
upon lands thus reserved, nor can they be 
permitted to obtain control of lakes and 
streams that are susceptible of uses for irri­ 
gating purposes. 
“You will therefore, immediately cancel 
all filing made sinceOctober2,1888, on such 
sites for reservoirs, ditches or canals, 
whether made by individuals or corpora­ 
tions. and you will hereafter receive no fil­ 
ings upon any such lands. 
“ This order you will carry into effect 
without delay.” 
Still A ssert* H is Innocence. 
When Drager and Olsen were before the 
Superior Court of El Dorado a few days 
ago to receive their sentences for the mur­ 
der of John Lowell, Olsen had nothing to 
say, but when Drager was called upon he 
replied: 
"I never hurt a child in my life. I never 
had a fight in my life. I never killed any­ 
body in my life, and I never desired to kill 
anybody.” “Is that all?” inquired the 
Court. “That is all I can say” was the 
answer. 
Judge Williams then commented upon 
the statement made by Meyers before his 
execution, which exonerated the crim­ 
inal complicity of Olsen and Drager, de­ 
claring among other things, that if true, 
this is the most extraordinary case on rec­ 
ord. However innocent the prisoner might 
believe himself, there was but one duty the 
Court could perform, and that was to decree 
the execution of the judgment made on 
the 9th day of October last. This the 
Court did by pronouncing the same sen­ 
tence of death upon him as upon his co­ 
defendant.

HONORING THE HKAVE. 


P resident H arrison M akes a Speech at 
the Lsylng of the C orner-stone. 
I ndianapolis, August 22d.—fh e corner­ 
stone of the Indiana Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
M onum ent was laid tbis afternoon, with 
im posing ceremonies, in the presence of 
the President of the U nited States and 
m any thousand veteran soldiers and sailors. 
All day yf sterday and this m orning the 
trains brought thousands of strangers to 
the city. T he city was beautifully deco­ 
rated in honor of the occasion. The exer­ 
cises cf the day began at 2 o’clock with a 
parade, which marched through the princi­ 
pal streets. 
It was made up of various 
Posts of the Grand Artuv of the Republic, 
assembled from throughout the State, and 
the State m ilitia and local civic organiza­ 
tions 
it was estim ated that theie were 
8,000 in line. 
In the second division, immediately in 
the rear of the m ilitary, was the escort to 
President H arrison 
of 100 
strong, ait 
m ounted. The President rode in a flag- 
draped carriage, in 
which were Mayor 
Denny and Governor llovey. Other guests 
of prom inence followed. 
All the streets surrounding the m onu­ 
m ent were pucked with people, and as the 
President ascended the 
stand he was 
greeted with cheers, which he gracefully 
acknowledged. 
The crowd watched in 
silence the laying of the corner-stone 
The 
docum ents were consigned to their resting- 
place and the stone was placed in position 
in accordance with the ritual of the Grand 
A rm y of the Republic. 
W hen the stone had been placed in posi­ 
tion the national flag was laised and the 
“ “ S*ar-8 panglttl B anner” sung by Mrs. 
Zffda Seguin Wallace. 
The ceremony 
ended with the firing of a salute. 
Follow ­ 
ing this Governor Hovey. as the presiding 
officer of the iccasion, made a brief ad­ 
dress, and was followed by General Man- 
son and General Coburn. At the conclu­ 
sion of the latter’s addteas President H arri­ 
son was introduced, and. after the applause 
w hich greeted him had ended, he said, 
in p a rt: 
Sir. President and fdiow aliens: The sugges­ 
tion that a monument should l>e built to com­ 
memorate the valor and heroism of those sol­ 
diers of Indiana who gave their lives for the flag 
attracted my inteiest from the beginning, hive 
years ago last January, when the people assem­ 
bled in the opera bouse yoDder, to unveil the 
statue which had been worthily set up to the 
memory of our great war Governor, I ventured 
to express the hope that near by it, as s twin 
expression of one great sentiment, there might 
be builded a noble bhaft, not to anv man, not to 
bear on aDy of its majestic faces the name of a 
man, bul a monument about whicn the sons of 
veterans, mothers of our dead, widows that are 
yet with us, might gather, and, pointing to the 
stately shaft, say, ••There is his monument.” 
The hope expressed on that day is realized 
now. [Criesof “Thank God!" and cheers.] I 
congratulate the people of Indiana that our 
Legislature has generously met the expectations 
of our patriotic people. I congratulate the Com­ 
mission haviug this great work in charge. Tliey 
have secured a design which will r ot suffer 
under the criticism of the best artists of the 
world. 
My countrymen, twohundred thousand dollars 
has never passed and will never pass from the 
Treasury of Indiana that will gire a better re­ 
turn than the expenditure for the erection of 
this monument. As I have witnessed these 
ceremonies and listened to these patriotic hyms, 
I read in the faces of the men who stood about 
me that lifting up of soul, that kindling of 
patriotic fire, that has made me realize that on 
such occasions the nation is laying deep and 
strong its luture security, f Applause.] 
This is a monument of Indiana to Indiana 
soldiers, bnt 1 beg you to remember that they 
were only soldiers of Indiana until the enlist­ 
ment oath was taken. 
That from that hour 
until they came back to the generous State that 
had sent them forth, they were soldiers of the 
Union. [Great applause.] So that it seemed to 
me not inappropriate that I should bring to 
you to-day the sympathy and cheer ol the loyal 
people of a’l the States. No American citizen 
need avoid, or pass it with unsympathetic eye; 
fir, my countrymen, it docs not commemorate 
the wai of snbjugation. 
There is not in the 
United States to-day a man who, if he realizes 
what has occurred since the war. and has 
opened his soul to the sight which is to come, 
will not feel that it is good for all our people 
that victory crowned the cause which this 
monument commemorates. [Cries of “Amen,” 
and applause.] 
I do seriously believe that it we can measure 
among the ctutes the benefits resulting from 
the preservation of the Union, the rebellious 
States have a larger share. It opened the way 
for a commercial life that if they will only em­ 
brace it and face the light, it means to them a 
development that shall rival the best attain­ 
ments of the greatest of our States 
Aud now, 
let me thank you for your pleasant greetiug. 
[Great and prolonged applause.1

I met Indiana soldiers in the war and they 
never failed to support us, and 1 am here to­ 
day to say to you that I will never fail to stand 
by you. 
Attorney-General M iller spoke briefly, 
saving he was not prepared to say anything 
of interest, and did not think any m an bad 
a right to m ar such exercises as to-day’s by 
an unconsidered extem poraneous address. 
Tbis ended the exercises, and am id the 
booming of caunon and the cheers of 
thousands the throng dispersed.

Norfolk (Va.), Augnst 22d — Mahone 
opened the Republican State Convention 
this m orning by calling the delegates to 
order and ttien m aking a long speech, de­ 
voted largely to questions of State, the 
negroes and the public schools.

It reaffirms the devotion of the Republi­ 
cans of V irginia to the National Republi­ 
can party and its principles, earnestly 
approving the policy of the protective 
tariff, which favors and renders necessary

manship, thrice proclaimed by a Republi­ 
can Senate in the Blair bill, and to afford 
generous aid to the free schools ol the State 
by national appropriation.
